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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) to revive the above-identified application, 
filed October 13, 2006. 

There is no indication that the person signing the instant petition was ever given a power of 
attorney or authorization of agent to prosecute the above-identified application. However, the 
signature of John P. Musone appearing on the petition shall constitute a representation to the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office that she is authorized to represent the particular party 
on whose behalf she acts in accordance with 37 CFR 1.34(a).

disclaimer (and fee as set forth in 37 CFR 1.20(d)) required by 37 CFR 1.137(c). Where there is 
a question as to whether either the abandonment or the delay in filing a petition under 37 CFR 
1.137 was unintentional, the Commissioner may require additional information. See MPEP 
711.03(c)(III)(C) and (D).

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The petition lacks items 2 above. 



It is noted that Part B of the Issue Fee Transmittal accompanied the petition. While authorization 
was given to charge the requisite issue fees, there was no general authorization to charge any fees 
to a deposit account.
